Having been light on up front with Veton 
Korcarevski playing a lone hand, Damianos, 
Yusuf Yusuf and Brendan Beni started to push for- 
ward and caused a few concerns for the Green 
Gully defence. 


At the resumption of play, it was again Heidelberg 
who created all the running, with Beni causing 
havoc on the left side with his blistering pace and 
Fausto De Amicis doing likewise from left back.

There will be no repeat of last sea- 
son's grand final appearance from 
Altona Magic after it was bundled 
out of the Victorian Premier League 
finals by South Melbourne on 
Saturday.

Altona coach Ken Murphy, who did an 
admirable job getting Altona into sixth 
position after an inconsistent year, was 
disappointed by the way his team 
bowed out of the premiership race. 
"That's what it's about," he said. 

"It's an elimination final so whoever 
loses is disappointed on the night. 

"I thought we were good enough to do it 
but we weren't on the day, and I think 
South Melbourne deserved the win. 

"I think we played well enough but we 
made two mistakes. 


"Soccer is like that. Sometimes things 
go your way and sometimes they go 
against you." 

After a nervous opening exchange by 
both sides, South Melbourne made the 
perfect start inside 10 minutes, with 
Fernando De Moraes blasting the ball 
into the back of the net at a close range. 
Altona was on the back foot but imme- 
diately pressed for an equaliser, and it 
went close to opening its account with 
near misses to Igor Kolevski and Doug 
Mladenovic with less than 25 minutes 
played. 

But South Melbourne looked more 
capable of finishing off its silky mid- 
field moves and on the stroke of 30 
minutes it went ahead 20 through 
Robert Cattanach. 

It was another defensive error by 
Magic, with two defenders watching the 
goalbound bouncing ball without clear- 
ing the danger, and Cattanach was on 
hand to chip keeper Martin John. 
Sensing the season was drawing near, 
Murphy gave his troops specific 
instructions to throw caution to the 
wind in the second period in a bid to 


change the complexion of the match. 
"As soon as you have to open up and 
chase the game it makes it extremely 
difficult," he said.

"We made a decision at halftime that we 
had to go for it and commit ourselves.

Marquee duo Dwight Yorke (Sydney FC) and 
Archie Thompson (Melbourne Victory FC) 
assured their places in A-League history, net- 
ting the first goals for their respective clubs 
in the inaugural A-League competition.

Searing crosses 
from the right, firstly by Sydney's Andrew 
Packer and later by Melbourne's Carl 
Recchia were delivered with smart bomb pre- 
cision to their intended targets, Yorke and 
Thompson. The classy duo made no mistake, 
heading home delightful goals that gave nei- 
ther ‘keeper a chance. 


Yorke’s goal will keep his detractors at bay, as 
the Trinidad & Tobago international's diving 
header oozed class, sending the 25,000 plus 
fans at Aussie Stadium in raptures - once again 
showing that class doesn't dissipate with time. 
Meanwhile at the other end, Victory's Archie 
Thompson is quickly earning himself a name as 
the most exciting and possibly best player in the 
competition. Thompson had four goal attempts, 
including one assist to fellow striker Daniel 
Allsop, before the enigmatic marauder finally got 
on the score sheet late in the second half.

Lets just hope 
that the current squad of players can 
reassemble next season and give Division
